The Waste Management Division is responsible for implementation and administration of hazardous and
non-hazardous waste regulations, management and disposal of hazardous liquid industrial and solid waste,
scrap tires, wastewater discharges to the groundwater, and land application of certain solid waste beneficial
to the soil. The Division administers the solid waste management program, issues permits and licenses, and
registers disposal facilities and waste transporters, and regulates the design, construction, and operation of
above-ground and underground storage tanks and oversees remediation activities at leaking storage tank
sites.
